ountry: They had ho Advice there of the taking 
of Barcelona ; but fay thefe Letters if thar Place be 
furrendred, and Philip V. ‘dé not in a Month's Time 
drive Charles III. out of Spain, he will very proba- 
bly lofe his Kingdom. Thefe Letters advile, that 
thofe who are in Arms for K. Charles II. have pot 
fefs’d themfeives of Ftaga,'on the Frontier of Avra- 
gon, and thar if they are ler alone 3 Weeks to for-* 
tify that Poft, the French will not be able to recover 
it from them.

The Governour 
not fatisfied with this Anfwer, renew'd his Fire a- 
gen affoon as the Hoftages were return’d, and (as 
we are now inform’d) gave Order to thofe of his 
Men who were pofted in the Out-works to make 
as fierce a Fire as was pofible. This: he did to 
conceal his Intention of fallying our: In order to

His Highnefs difpatch’d 2 Regiments of Dragoons, 
with all the Huffars commanded by Major General 
Mercy : But neither of our Parties could overtake 
the Enemy. In the Town 3 or 400 Prifoners were 
taken, with the fick and wounded. And thus we 
are poffefs'\d of Haguenau, which the Enemy had 
fortified with great Labour and Expence, and by 
means of which and of the Poft of Drufenheim 
we are able to maintain our {elves in Alface.
